ON HIGHWAYS 
KEEPS RISING 


Motorists 
on 
Adams 
County 
highways during September con­ 
tinued to kill more, hurt more and 
have more accidents than in the 
comparable month a year ago—a 
trend that has been evident the 
last several months. 
Diring September, according to 
the recapitulation of activities by 
the local state police, motorists 
weer in 39 auto accidents in which 
two persons were killed. 34 were 
hurt and damage totaled $19,730. 
During September, a year ago, 
there -were 27 accidents in which 
one person was killed. 26 were 
injured, and damage totaled $20.- 
275. 
217 ACCIDENTS 
So far this year 14 persons have 
been fatally hurt in 317 auto ac­ 
cidents in which 224 others were 
less seriously injured and dam­ 
aged totaled $203,369. 
For the comparable nine months 
in 1962 there were 264 accidents 
in which 184 were hurt, ten were 
killed and damage was $166,317. 
There was one consolation for 
state police who made 146 traffic 
arrests during September to help 
keep down the accident total— 
September’s slaughter was less 
than August when there were 46 
auto accidents in which four were 
killed. 49 injured and damage 
totaled $38,030. 
AUGUST WAS NIGH 
Month by month totals for ac­ 
cidents investigated by state po­ 
lice from the local substation are: 
January 32. with 14 hurt, one 
killed. $19,240 damage; February 
38. with 25 hurt, one killed, $21,-

(AP) — Hurricane 
Flora, potentially the most dead­ 
ly storm to roar out of the trop­ 
ical Atlantic in two years, aimed 
her 140-mile-an-hour 
fury 
today 
at the Negro nation of Haiti. 
A heavy toss of life and great 
property destruction was likely 
in Haiti, the weather bureau said, 
because there 
are 
few

where her people can hide from 
the storm. 
Beyond Haiti, in the path of the 
hurricane, 
lay 
Cuba’s 
Oriente 
Province 
and 
the 
big 
United 
States Navy base at Guantanamo 
Base. The Cuban radio broadcast 
a warning to residents of Oriente, 
mountainous birthplace of Fidel 
Castro’s revolution, to prepare for 
the storm. 
VICIOUS WINDS 
Around Flora’s eye raged the 
most vicious winds any hurricane 
has g e n e r a t e d since Carla 
slammed Texas and Louisiana 


Sept. 14, 1961. 
Carla killed 43 persons in four 
states and launched one of this 
country’s greatest migrations, the 
flight of 400.000 persons from the 
lowlands of the Gulf Coast.

RUSK PURSUES 
NUCLEAR TALK 
WITH GROMYKO

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) 
—Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
and Soviet Foreign Minister An­ 
drei A. Gromyko have indicated 
a possibility of agreement to ban 
nuclear weapons from orbiting 
space satellites. But their talks so 
far have produced no specific ac­ 
cord on that or any other issue. 
Rusk and Gromyko met for a 
three-hour discussion over dinner 
Wednesday night at the Soviet 
mission to the United Nations. 
U.S. sources commented on the 
“cordial atmosphere” of the par­ 
ley. the first exclusively U.S.-So­ 
viet high-level meeting since the 
signing of the limited test ban 
treaty two months ago. 
They said Gromyko appears in­ 
terested in some further limited 
disarmament accord, though just 
what remains unclear. 
W ILL M EE T KEN N ED Y 
It was tentatively agreed that 
Gromyko would go to Washington 
sometime next week for further 
talks, including a meeting with 
President Kennedy. 
Gromyko told 
newsmen 
that 
“agreement is quite possible" on 
outlawing orbiting nuclear weap­ 
ons. He said “the question is 
promising” because' in substance 
I think our views coincide.” 
Rusk agreed before seeing Gro­ 
myko that “our policy is pretty 
much the same” on this issue. 
After the meeting he said no con 
elusions were reached but “we 
were very much interested in the 
possibilities of other steps we 
might be able to take, particular 
ly in the disarmament field.” 
In the U.S. view, there is no 
military need lo orbit nuclear 
weapons because they can be 
fired more efficiently from ground 
bases. There could be difficulties 
in policing a formal agreement to 
ban space weapons, however.

Coal Shortage Here Believed 
"Not Serious”: Gettysburg’s fur­ 
naces will probably be on short 
rations this winter — but the 
coal dealers believe that few 
townsfolk will be too cold this 
winter as a result of the appar­ 
ent coal shortage.

. . . the fact still stands that the 
minority party in the legislature

University, 
the state-aided colleges, universi 
ties and other educational institu 
tions, as well as the help des per 
ately needed at this time by the 
hospitals of the commonwealth,” 
Scranton said.

KOUFAX CLOSE 
TO LOSING HIS 
FINGER IN ’62

NEW YORK 'AP) - Two Dodg­ 
er team physicians said today 
they came within a day or two 
of having to think seriously about 
amputating the forefinger of San­ 
dy Koufax’ pitching hand last 
year. 
But they said a new drug, or 
a combination of remedies, saved 
the finger and Sandy’s career— 
and no doubt made the Dodgers 
part of the show instead of part 
of the audience at the 1963 World 
Series. 
Koufax, who beat the Yankees 
in the series opener Wednesday, 
was disabled in the middle of the 
1962 season by a circulatory dis­ 
order in his left forefinger. The 
flow of blood was reduced to a 
fraction of normal by constriction 
of an artery leading to the finger 
from the palm. At first the finger 
was so sensitive Koirfax couldn’t 
touch anything with it. Then it 
went dead. 
SAVED BY INJECTION 
The Dodger physicians, Drs. 
Robert Kerlan and Robert Woods, 
called in Dr. Travis Winsor of Los 
Angeles, a specialist in circula­ 
tory disorders. 
Dr. Kerlan said an arteriogram 
"showed a rare condition — A 
clot in the deep ulnar arch, in the 
arteries in the palm of the hand.” 
"But," Dr. Kerlan said, "the 
clot dissolved after several injec­ 
tions of a new drug, 
"If 
it 
hadn't

HARRISBURG (AP)—The dra­ 
ma of the Sheppton mine disaster 
is being replayed by the state to 
extract its meaning in term s of 
future relations between govern­ 
ment and the small mine opera- 
tor. 
Pennsylvania Mines Secretary 
H. Beecher Oharmbury already 
has reached two conclusions: 
—State government should pro 
vide a continuing fund for use in 
similar rescue operations in the 
future. 
—The 
laws 
governing 
small 
mines (less than five men) should 
be made stronger. 
ISSUE STOP ORDERS 
The department also has issued 
a stop on small mines which— 
like the one at Sheppton—do not 
have a second access shaft. 
It has been five weeks and 
day since the rescue operations 
that caught the nation’s attention 
resulted in the rescue of David 
Fellin and Henry Throne from 
their prison over 300 feet under 
gBound. 
A third miner. Louis Bova, still 
is missing from the cavein that 
caught all three on the morning 
of Aug. 13. Fellin and Throne 
were discovered alive Aug. 18 and 
finally pulled to safety Aug. 27 
through a carefully drilled escape 
hole. 
Charmbury was on the scene 
from the early morning of Aug 
19 until Sept. 3. 
DIFFICULT EXPERIENCE 
“I’m just now getting back to 
normal,” the secretary comment­ 
ed. pacing fretfully in his office 
here. 
It was an emotion-charged ex­ 
perience he said, that sometimes 
created awkward misunderstand­ 
ing. 
“For instance, when I visited 
the scene (Aug. 13-15) before the 
men were found,” he said, “we 
discovered voids 
in 
the 
slope 
alongside the cave-in area. These 
would keep filling up as new 
cave-ins occurred. 
“I wanted to fill the voids— 
bring in about 700 tons of fill m a­ 
terial—to stabilise the mine. 
“But immediately there were 
objections: 'What are you plan­ 
ning to do? Biffy those m en?’ 
“It was that kind of atmos­ 
phere.” 
NEARLY HALF MILLION 
Charmbury estim ates the total 
cost of the rescue operation at 
about $400,000 to $500,000. 
However, because so much of 
the tune, labor and equipment 
was donated the final bill for the

about 
$50,000, he said. 
It may take years to determine 
the figure. Bills still are drib­ 
bling in on the Knox mine disas­ 
ter at Pittston in January, 1959. 
The question now is where the 
money is to come from to pay 
the Sheppton bills. 
EMERGENY FUND 
To resolve the problem for fu­ 
ture rescue operations, Charm 
bury has directed the department­ 
al counsel, Deputy Atty. Gen 
Leon Ehrlich, to draw up a bill 
authorizing a $1 million emergen­ 
cy fund. 
That would be a continuing fund 
on which the department could 
draw to pay for equipment and 
personnel as needed. 
The money for the Sheppton op­ 
eration, however, may have to 
come out of a special rppropria- 
tion next year, or the depart­ 
ment’s $2.3 million general oper­ 
ating budget for the current fiscal 
year, or the $177,638.32 balance 
from the Knox disaster fund. 
“This really was a tough (me,” 
Charmbury said. 
NEED STRONGER LAWS 
“It’s a heck of a thing to put 
the moral responsibility on the 
secretary’s shoulder without the 
financial responsibility.” 
The area of new legislation is 
awaiting the recommendations of 
a special investigating commis­ 
sion. 
“I feel certain there will be 
recommendations to give the De­ 
partment of Mines authority over 
the 
small 
mining 
operation,” 
Charmbury said. “I, personally, 
feel very definitely there should 
be stronger laws governing small 
mines.” 
Mines with less than five men 
are classified as small mines. 
Large mines are governed by 


law; small mines are regulated 
by administrative order. 
WAS INSPECTED 
Meanwhile, the department has 
ordered a halt in operations at all 
small mines that do not have two 
openings. 
The Sheppton mine, owned by 
Fellin, only had one entrance. 
On the first state inspection last 
May 7 (the mine had been inac­ 
tive since April 14. I960* and on a 
second inspection July 2, mine in­ 
spector 
Ralph 
Ditzler's 
report 
noted: "An attempt is being made 
to provide a second outlet.” 
Of 459 small mines in the an­ 
thracite area. Charmbury said, 
there are 189 without second open­ 
ings. Of the 189, 138 have reported 
they are driving for a second 
opening.

OF 22 SUNSETS 
ON SPACE TRIP

HOUSTON. Tex. <AP» - The 
wondrous sights and colors of 
space were described vividly to- 
day by astronaut Leroy Gordon 
Cooper Jr. in the final report on 
his 22-orbit mission. 
The report, presented at a con­ 
ference summarizing the results 
of the Mercury man-in-space proj­ 
ect. contained no new disclosures 
on Cooper s flight of last May 15- 
16 
But his personal observations of 
the .space environment were a 
brilliantly etched record of phe­ 
nomena witnessed by only six 
Americans and six Russians. 
SAW 22 SUNSETS 
"I never tired of looking at the 
sunsets,” remarked the 36-year- 
old Air Force major, who saw 22 
of them during America’s longest 
manned space flight. 
“As the sun begins to get down 
towards the horizon, it 
is very 
weH defined . . . it is a very bright 
white: almost the bluish 
white 
color of an arc lamp. As it be. 
gins to impinge on the horizon, it 
undergoes a spreading, or flatter, 
ing effect. 
“The sky begins to get quite 
dark . . . this light spreading out 
from the sun is a bright orange 
narrow band of bright blue that is 
always visible throughout the day­ 
light period. 
SINKS RAPIDLY 
” As the sun sets farther, it is 
replaced by a bright gold-orange 
hand which extends out for some 
distance on either side, defining 
the horizon even more clearly. 
The sun goes below the horizon 
rapidly, and the orange band still 
persists 
Nit 
gets 
considerably 
fainter as the black sky bounded 
by dark blue bands follows it 
down. ’* 
Cooper said that at 
mjtfit he 
could see lightning flashing with­ 
in groups of clouds. 
The moon, he reported, was 
quite bright at night. But in day­ 
time it was a lightish blue color. 
“When there is no moon.” he 
said, "the earth is darker than 
the sky; there is a difference in 
the two blacks.

READING. Pa. (A P)-Fedcral. 
state and civic medical authori­ 
ties are experimenting with the 
feasibility of taping heart lieats 
as a means of diagnosing abnor­ 
mal conditions. 
A project now is under way in 
Lancaster County where the heart 
beats of 5.400 children are being 
recorded on magnetic tape. 
The project is being sponsored 
by the Reading regional office of 
the state Health Department, the 
U.S. Public Health Service, and 
the Pennsylvania Heart Associa­ 
tion. 
The taping of heart sounds, if 
suitable for diagnostic purposes, 
would have three advantages, ac­ 
cording Lo the state Health De­ 
part ment. 
It is qu.ck—it lakes only 30 sec­ 
onds to tape the heart sound and 
this is considered sufficient time 
for a specialist to spot irregulari­ 
ties. 
At very little expense, an un­ 
trained person can be taught to 
tape heart sounds. 
Finally, it would be of primary 
benefit to rural areas where phy­ 
sicians and specialists are scarce. 
The heart beat could be taped 
and brought to a centra! point 
for evaluation.

WASHINGTON 'AP> - .Joseph 
Valachi testified Wednesday that 
a New York underworld boss of 
more than 30 years ago was slain 
in a doublecross plotted by some 
of his own lieutenants. 
The death of Giuseppi Mas saris, 
alia Joe the Bose, was set up by 
“ Charles Lucky, Vito Genovese 
and 
Ciro 
Terranova." 
Valachi 
told the Senate investigations sub­ 
committee 
“They were the im­ 
portant ones.” 


N ew York police records show 
that Massaria was shot in the 
back and the head while sitting 
in a restaurant at 2715 West lo 
St. in the Coney Island section on 
the afternoon of April 15, 1931. 
ACTIVE FILE 
LL Ralph Salerno of the New 
York Police Department testified 
the case is still listed in the ac­ 
tive file. He said the police rec­ 
ord shows the killers escaped and 
are unknown. 
The early 
part of Valachi’s 
third day of testimony was large­ 
ly spent in trying to pin down the 
identity of Girolamo Santuccio, 
alias Bobby Doyle, the man he 
named Tuesday as the trigger 
man in three 1930 mob killings. 
Looking at photographs, Valachi 
and LL John Roach of the Hart 
ford, Conn., police agreed that 
this individual is a man Roach 
said now lives in Hartford. 
“He hangs around the streets 
and has no visible means of sup­ 
port.” Roach said. 
IDLE RECENTLY 
In Hartford. Police Chief John J. 
Kerrigan said Santuccio had been 
idle recently, but ran a pizza res­ 
taurant until about three months 
ago. 
Valachi had testified Tuesday 
that Santuccio. or Doyle, lived in 
Stamford, Conn , in 1960 and was 
in .hike box and other businesses. 
He told the senators today that 
was a slip of the tongue — that 
be meant to say Hartford. 
When Valachi got down to telling

NEW MOVIE HAS 
GENTLE TWIST 
IN RARE STORY

HOLLYWOOD (AP*—Once in a 
rare while a movie comes along 
with a gentle humanity that com­ 
municates directly to the heart. 
“Lilies of the Field” is such a 
film. 
The story is this: A young Ne­ 
gro construction worker, drifting 
through the Southwest in his sta­ 
tion wagon, stops for water at a 
ranch house inhabited by five im­ 
migrant nuns. The mother supe­ 
rior believes the visit is providen­ 
tial. that he has been sent to help 
them build a chapel in which the 
local citizens could worship. He 
does 
against all odds and his 
own better judgment—then drifts 
on. 
SIMPLE TALE 
It is a simple tale that might 
have emerged a trifle, except for 
the loving care that obviously 
went into its making. Working on 
a $248,000 budget, near Tucson, 
Ariz., the producer-d i r e c t o r 
evoked from James Poe’s script 
a beautiful parable. 
The mother nun. well played by 
Viennese Lilia Skala, never loses 
her toughness. And her unwilling 
charge, Sidney Poiter, remains a 
realist to the end. 
There is no dogma, no preach­ 
ing. no conversion. The visitor re­ 
mains a Baptist. 
MAY WIN OSCAR 
Poiter’s performance is as won- 
derous as was Ernest Borgnine’s 
in “Marty" and may well win him 
a similar reward next Oscar sea­ 
son. 
“Lilies of the Field” is a tri­ 
umph for Ralph Nelson, a televi­ 
sion veteran whose only previous 
film was “Requiem for a Heavy­ 
weight.” 
The printed credits puzzled me 
in that there was no mention of 
the actor who played an impor­ 
tant role as a tough construction 
boss who helps the church proj­ 
ect; nor did he appear when the 
cast was flashed on the screen at 
the end. The role was played by 
Ralph Nelson.

CAPETOWN. 
South 
Africa 
(AP) — Ardent South African 
Republicans have been snapping 
up choice pieces of royal china 
which has been sold with the per­ 
mission of Britain's Queen Eliza, 
beth. 
The china — 17.000 pieces of it, 
each bearing the royal crest — 
was withdrawn from use in offi­ 
cial residences when South Africa 
became a republic in 1961. 
When it was decided to dispose 
of it. the Queen’s permission was 
sought through the South African 
ambassador 
in 
London. 
The 
Queen agreed on condition that 
the collection was sold privately. 
A dining hall in the old Union 
Hotel in Capetown was convert­ 
ed for the private sale and more 
than IOO groups of china, rang­ 
ing from plates of all sizes to fin­ 
ger bowls w'ere displayed. 
Buyers 
included 
a 
steady 
stream 
of 
cabinet 
ministers, 
senators. MPs, heads of govern­ 
ment departments a n d Parlia­ 
mentary officials. Several thou­ 
sand pieces were sent to mu­ 
seums throughout South Africa. 
The pieces, some of them more 
than 150 years old, were sold at 
their original value. 
A public 
works official who cataloged the 
china, said: 
“I would place its value at 
40,000 rands ($56,000) but if it 
was sold on the open market it 
could fetch a few hundred thou­ 
sand rands.”

Don Of Ivy League's Retired Prexies 
Takes Dim View Of Teacher Shortage

CONANT, 
assisted by able research schol­ 
ars who do not always agree 
with him. and opulently financed 
by the Carnegie Foundation, has 
been taking another long, hard 
look at American education. 
His first project for the Foun­ 
dation was his diagnosis and pre­ 
scriptions for curing all the evils 
of American high schools. It was 
completed three or four years 
ago It was provocative and bene­ 
ficial. 
The 
Foundation 
immediately 
urged him and his staff to pre- 
pare another critique. Last week 
about 800 college and university 
presidents and 4.000 deans of 
schools of education and heads 
of 
departments 
received 
free, 
paper bound copies of his 275- 
page “The Education of Ameri­ 
can Teachers.” The Foundation 
has spent $950,000 in support of 
the Conant surveys and reports. 
Published in a trade edition 
($5) by McGraw-Hill, the book 
is, or soon will he. available at 
your local bookstore. 
lf you want to brief a case 


against your teachers for all your 
own, or your children's intellec­ 
tual shortcomings, this book is 
a good buy at twice the price. 
But your friends will find many 
charges tiresome. They will have 
heard most of Conant s complaints 
years ago. 


DR. 
CONANT, 
nevertheless, 
has one stimulating virtue not 
often found in those who survey 
curriculums 
a n d 
educational 
practices. He is not a man who 
seeks refuge from controversy 
in the wide, gray wastelands of 
innocuous words. In his mind 
there are no gray zones. Right 
s good: wrong is had. 
Bom near Boston. 70 years ago. 
he 
entered 
Harvard 
Univer­ 
sity as a freshman in 1909. Ex­ 
cept to serve as a youthful ma­ 
jor through World War I and to 
receive several honorary degrees 
each June commencement sea­ 
son. he does not appear to have 
left the Harvard June commence­ 
ment season, he does not appear 
to have ieft the Harvard Yard 
until 1953. 
In September of that year he 
retired from the presidency of 
Harvard after 20 years of arduous 


service as head of that great uni­ 
versity through the Great De­ 
pression of the MOs and Ameri­ 
ca’s greatest war Prior to the 
presidency he had created a sol­ 
id reputation as a scientist of 
more than passing renown. He 
retained his interest and activi­ 
ties in the field of chemistry 
throughout his university admin­ 
istrative years. 
Against that background, we 
are not surprised to find Dr. Con­ 
ant joining us in our local opin­ 
ion that no one can be a good 
high school 
teacher without a 
thorough academic base in the 
field he is teaching. He also con­ 
curs with us in the opinion that 
practice teaching is the most im­ 
portant single item in the teach­ 
er education curriculum, 
We could be in disagreement 
as to how much practice teach­ 
ing and/or apprnetice probation­ 
ary work is necessary. There are 
many local and regional limita­ 
tions at which a teacher educa­ 
tion program becomes confront­ 
ed with conditions rather than 
theories. It is doubtful if Dr. Con­ 
ant became fully acquainted with 
all of them in his brief institu­ 
tional visitations and surveys. 


DR. CONANT reiterates the old. 
old 
complaint 
that insufficient 
top talent is brought into teach, 
ing. The upper third, and none 
but, should be admitted to the 
profession, he says. 
It is a wonderful idea, but it 


is enthusiastically shared in by 
those 
recruiting for 
medicine, 
law, the clergy, architecture, en­ 
gineering. 
Industrial 
research, 
social 
work and governmental 
services 
other 
than 
teaching. 
With all demanding the upper 
third, it leaves one wondering 
how many thirds of the whole 
Dr. Conant can find on his slide 
rule. 
In our college today, a student 
must establish himself definitely 
in the upper half to gain admis­ 
sion to practice teaching. 
But 
holding that line is often a grim 
battle, with the teacher shortage 
what it is.

“ I also decided that no deroga­ 
tory material would be printed 
about any country or people. The 
Geographic has always dealt in 
facts, not bias, rumor, or preju­ 
dice.'’ 
The Geographic^ leadership in 
photography, especially color pho- 
tofiraphy. has been generally con­ 
ceded. 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
followed the course off World War 
II on National Geographic maps, 
mounted on rollers in a cabinet 
behind his White House desk. 
Also, the society came to the 
aid of Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhow­ 
er, who was having trouble dur­ 
ing the war in getting through the 
British reserve off Gen. Sir Alan 
F. Brooke( chief of the imperia} 
general staff. Ike broke the ire by 
presenting to Sir Alan, an avid 
bird watcher and photographer, a 
copy of the Society’s book of 
birds.

OTHER MURDERS 
Sen. John L. 
McClellan, D- 
Ark., announced his Senate inves­ 
tigations subcommittee has "two 
or three more murders" from the 
past on which to question Valachi 
before bringing his testimony back 
to crimes of the present. 
The subcommittee is investigat­ 
ing 
the 
purported 
nationwide 
crime syndicate operations, with 
Valachi as a major witness. And 
it has said that police testimony 
will corroborate Valachi’s testi­ 
mony. 
The subcommittee has indicated 
the aim of the hearings is to draw 
public attention to the racketeer­ 
ing activities and to explore the 
possible need of new laws to bat­ 
tle organized crime. 
DESTROY SYNDICATE 
Valachi has told the senators he 
wants to destroy La Cosa Nostra 
through his testimony because it 
exploited rank-and-file members 
like himself and has marked him 
for execution as an inforer. 
He has named Vito Genovese, 
now in prison as a narcotics rac­ 
keteer. as La Cosa Nostra s dom­ 
inant power, and linked Geno­ 
vese’s name with bloody gang 
wars for power. 
The subcommittee's overnight 
recess interrupted Valachi’s testi­ 
mony of a double cross. 
He swore Genovese and the n a 
torious Salvatore "Lucky" Luci­ 
ano lured another New York gang­ 
ster, Giuseppe Massena, to his 
"death meal" in a Coney Island. 
N.Y., restaurant to set him up 
for gang war execution. 
Luciano, who was described in 
the past as one of the leaders of 
the nation's vice and narcotics 
rackets, was deported after World 
War II and died in Italy last year. 
The recess came before Valachi 
had a chance to describe the ac­ 
tual murder of Masseria which 
the New York authorities list as 
unsolved. 
SLAIN IN 1931 
Masseria was slain April 20, 
1931, in a war with another mob 
headed by Salvatore Maranzano, 
himself a later victim of the war. 
Valachi told of accepting with­ 
out question "contracts” for mur­ 
der, 
including the 
slaying of 
James Catania, also known as 
Joe Baker, on Feb. 3, 1931. 
Six bullets cut Baker down as 
he walked toward his office. Vala­ 
chi said the actual killing was 
done by Salvatore "Sally Shields" 
Shfllitani, Nick Capuzzi and a 
Chicago mobster known as Buster 
who looked like a college boy and 
carried a machine gun in a violin 
or guitar case.

Total U S. aid to Viet Nam is 
approaching *3 billion. The cur­ 
rent rate is running about $500,* 
000.000 a year. 
The cost in lives has been grow­ 
ing apace. 
And the longer the U.S. stays, 
the more its commitment and 
the greater risk it mins in loss 
of prestige by defeat. 
2-FRONT STRUGGLE 
That's why there has been con­ 
sternation 
in 
Washington 
over 
the growing development of a 
two-struggle

Southeast 
Asian countries. 
T heres always been the battle 
against the Viet Cong guerrillas. 
But now there's the rancorous 
dispute with the ruling Ngo Dinh 
family. The U S. mission, the lat­ 
ter to win the former. 
The dispute w ith the Nhui comes 
at a time when U.S. military 
leaders said progress was being 
made 
against 
the 
Communist 
guerrillas It follows a long, con­ 
siderable military buildup. 
In 1954 and before South Viet 
Nam, then part of fFrench Indo­ 
china. was the responsibility of 
France But with French defeat, 
U.S 
aid began. 
GIVE $129 MILLION 
In 1955 the U.S. spent $129 mil­ 
lion in South Viet Nam. all of it 
economic aid. 
It wasn’t until the next year 
that the m ilitary buildup began. 
That year saw $167.3 million spent 
for 
arms, 
the 
highest 
total 
through 1962. For the ensuing sev­ 
en years the American military 
contribution 
has 
amounted 
to 
$652.8 million, the total of eco­ 
nomic aid $1,404.4 million. 
And while the military figure 
for 1963 isn't available, the U.S. 
has 
obligated 
expenditures 
of 
$208 1 million 
in economic aid 
for this year. 
Obligations are 
moneys 
actually committed 
to 
South Viet Nam and spent in that 
Year or succeeding years. 
SLOW BUILDUP 
The U.S. manpower buildup in 
South Viet Nam began very slow­ 
ly. Under the Geneva agreement 
which partitioned Indochina and 
ended the fighting between the 
French and the Viet Minh mili­ 
tary advisers to the new coun­ 
try were limited in number. 
The U.S. kept close to the 685 
advisers permitted. But at guer­ 
rilla activity increased in late 
1961 and the situation is Laos de­ 
teriorated, the U.S. augmented 
its forces. 
By February 1962, U.S. forces 
had grown to 4,000 and by the 


end of the year stood at an esti 
mated 12.000. This was not pub­ 
licly mentioned until early this 
year. The figure now is around 
14.000 
There is no official report of 
casualties prior to the late 1961 
buildup but it is unofficially re­ 
ported that one American had 
been killed up to then by hostile 
action and two had died as a re­ 
sult of nonhostile events.

Associated Press Military Writer 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The De­ 
fense Department has ordered the 
armed services to take an ex­ 
haustive inventory of any racial

Wednesday that Assistant Secre­ 
tary of Defense Norman Paul sent 
the order for an “ off-base equal 
opportunity inventory" on Sept. 
24 He set a Nov. 8 deadline for 
replies. 
“ The basic abjective is to ob­ 
tain necessary information for the 
formulation of future policy.” the 
Pentagon said. 
It declined 
to 
make 
public 
Paul's memorandum to the serv­ 
ices on grounds it is an “ official 
working paper." 
F IL L OUT FO RM 
However, the department did 
furnish a copy ct a three-page in­ 
ventory form to be filled out by 
each base command 
The form 
listed 
17 separate 
major questions and topics Paul 
wants covered. 
It was not said how base com­ 
manders would collect the ma­ 
terial. Presumably military per­ 
sonnel will be sent out to make 
on-the-spot checks in communities 
surrounding the bases. 
This newest action in a series 
of Pentagon moves aimed at eas­ 
ing discrimination against Negro 
servicemen 
appeared

ern members of Congress.
